Jlat- 
theyy P. Breen. 


In a lecture to a couple 
in Essex 


Market Court, yesterday, the 
magis- 


trate discussed this matter or wives 
running the family finances, 
but he 


denied Mrs. Annie Loudes the order 
she sought to force her husband, Lou- 
is, of No. 14 Forsyth street, to give a 
certain amount .weekly for the house- 
hold. — 
— 


Mrs. Loudes complained 
that her 


husband, who is a mechanic earning 
$15 aweek, gives her only 50 cents a 
day to support herself and two chil- 
dren and run the home. 


"I'll tell you what's the trouble." the 


husband interposed. "My wife wants 
me to turn my pay envelope over to 
her every Saturday night, sealed. She 
wants me to give her every cent I 
earn and make me beg her to hand 
me out a nickel every time I want a 
cigar, a glass of beer, or car fare. 
I 


don't think that's a respectable position 
for a husband and father to occupy." 


"You want too much," said Magis- 
trate Breed, turning to the complain- 
ing wife. "To require your husband to 
turn his unopened pay envelope over 
to you each week would amount to tyr- 
anny of the sort most dangerous to the 
perpetuation of the home as the sacred 
institution 'it is today. 
A wife has no 


right to make such demands of her 
husband. The husband Is the sole own- 
ir of the fund, and has the only right, 
uerhaps, to examine the contents of an

"While I cannot sanction the doclnn 


• of a wife compelling her husband t 
turn over his pay envelope intact t 
her, it is my firm judgment that th

'•• his earnings to his frugal aud sagaciou 
wife for the conduct of the household 
the clothing of the children and pro 
paring them for school and Sunda 
school is the ideal New York citizen. 


"John Stuart Mill, the eminent Eng 


Hah political economist, it is said, wa 
once asked what class of men in Eng 
land were the happiest. He replied tlr 
mechanic who earned good wages an 
gave his pay envelope to his wife even 
Saturday night for the mainlenance o 
his home. 


"I agree fully with that sentiment 


but such a doctrine is forgotten t'o 
much in this modern, hustling age. 1 
ought to be revived, however, and i 
occurs to me some mighty good effort 
could be expended in propaganda work 
designed to give this doctrine not alon 
general approval, but general use.

April 15 next. He made the first in 
1790 and has been repeating it every 
ten years since. Uncle Sam has footed 
the bills, to date amounting to about 
547,000,000. 
Our venerable dad has 


calculated that the thirteenth investi- 
gation will cost about 513,000,000 so 
that when old Dr. U. S. Census finishes 
his current work there will have been 
spent about $60,000,000 for this purpose 
since 1790. 


The twelfth census cost about $13 - 


000,000, and as Undo Sam's landed 
possessions havo Increased since-then 
and his family gained about 15,000000 
more members than belonged to it in 
1900 It would be considered no more 
than fair if tho present diagnosis were 
to call for tho spending- of about $19 -

Charles Conway, aged 52 years, and 


John Cosgrova went boat riding on the 
Shawsheen river late Saturday 
night

gin making his thirteenth 
diagnosis of the condition of 
Uncle Sam and his family 


April 15 next. He made .the flrst In 
1790 and hag been repeating it every 
ten years since. Uncle Sam' has footed 
the bills; to. dato amounting to about 
$47,000,000. 
Our venerable dad has 


calculated that the thirteenth investi- 
gation will cost about $13,000 000 so 
that when old Dr. U. S. Census .finishes 
his current work there will have been 
spent about $60,000,000 for this purpose 
since 1790. 


The twelfth census cost about $13 - 


000,000, and as Uncie Sam's landed 
possessions have increased since then 
and his family gained about 15,000 000 
more members than belonged to it in 
1900 it would be considered no more 
than fair if the present diagnosis were 
to call for the spending of about $19 - 
000,000. which would bo the sum if the 
rate of increase of expense at each 
census up to the twelfth wero to bo 
maintained for the thirteenth. 


A census expert has estimated that 


of the $13,000,000 the headquarters of- 
fice force will earn $4,800,000; the enu- 
merators, $4,500,000; the supervisors 
$910,000,_anfl the special agents, $700- 
000. 
The administrative cost will be 


$300,000; tho stationery, $200,000; rent,

Dana Durand's economical methods, to 
;he introduction o£ semiautomatic elec- 
trical card punching, tabulating and 
sorting machines and to tho inherit- 
ance of wisdom from tho experience 
gained by the permanent census bu- 
reau. During the term of the latter, 
which now is in a sort of state of sus- 
pended animation pending the talcing 
of the decennial census, the metiiods 
of inquiry, tabulation and compilation 
have been .greatly improved both in 
accuracy and in economy. 
Millions 


will bo saved. 


Modern Methods For Accuracy. 


Mr. Durand is responsible for many 


of the new methods to increase statis- 
tical accuracy at every step of the 


census taking and to decrease the per 
capita cost of the enumeration. The 
card punching-, tabulating and sorting 
machinery is the invention of a census 
mechanical expert, and the patent 
rights belong to Uncle Sam. The ma- 
chines are novel in,plan nnd design, 
are of greater speed and efficiency 
than those they superseded and can 
bo built and operated at a large saving 
of money ns compared with previous 
expenditures for this purpose. 


Other money saving features are the 


elimination of the vital statistics In- 
quiry from the work of the decennial 
census, as It belongs to the permanent 
branch of the United States census; 
tho reduction in the number of sched- 
ules, the piece price method of paying 
for machine work, the omission of the 
hand, household and neighborhood in- 
dustries from the manufactures branch 
of the census, and the reduction of the 
size and number of copies of tho final 
reports. 


The larger part of tho $13,000,000 


will be expended in tho fiscal year 
which began July 1 last and ends June 
30, 1910, the flrst of tho three years 
within which time th"j thirteenth cen- 
sus must be over, the temporary clerks 


and special agents discharged and tho 
permanent census bureau 
with Its 


office force of 700 clerks again per- 
forming its annual intcrconsal func- 
tions. Fully half of the total to bo ex- 
pended will bo Washington's share, 
and the remainder will bo distributed 
all over tho country. 
Washington 


needs tho money and is preparing to 
absorb the millions into its circulatory 
system. 


Congress has limited tho thirteenth 


census to four general subjects—popu- 
lation, agriculture, manufactures and 
mines and quarries. 
The director is 


authorized to determine the form and 
subdivision of inquiries.' Tho inquiry 
as to population relates to April 15, 
1910; 
that as to agriculture concerns 


the farm operations during 1909 and 
calls for an inventory of farm equip- 
ment April 15, 1910; that relative to 
manufactures and mines and quarries 
is for 1900. 
An Army to Get the Facts. 


The enumerators will carry only tho 


population and agriculture schedules 
April 15, 1S10. Special agents will bo 
sent out with the schedules for the 
manufactures, mines and quarries data, j 


There will be fully 65,000 enumerators, 
of whom about 45,000 will carry both 
the population and agriculture sched- 
ules, as it is estimated that there are 
now fully 7,000,000 separate farms in 
America, with farmers numbering.well 
up into a score of millions. In 1900 
thero were many more billions of dol- 
lars of fixed capital Invested in agri- 
culture than thoro wero in manufac- 
tures, strange as it may seem. And 
tho farmer is getting better off all tho 
time; his mortgage indebtedness is de- 
creasing fast; his taxation is small as 
compared with the urbanite's burden, 
and ho has token to automibllo riding 
on a largo scale. 


This is the heyday of tho farmer, and 


old Dr. U. S. Census is going to dlng- 
noso him pretty carefully for fear that 
with ease comes evil—that is, tho neg- 
lect of thoso essentials which have 
made his prosperity possible. 


Census taking every ten years is a 


tremendous task. It is tho greatest 
single operation undertaken by Unclo 
Sam, with tho exception of the Pana- 
ma canal work and tho assembling of 
an army in time of war. Tho American 
census is tho largest costliest and most 
accurate of any taken by tho civilized;

Sixty-first Congress is In Sight 


First Winter Session of the Taft Administration Promises to Be Unusually Active. 


Forecast of Legislation and Important Appointments. 


HE congress that meets Mon- 


day, Dec. G, next, will bo the 
first regular session of the 
Sixty-first congress. The ses- 


sion that met Monday, March. 15, was 
a special one, called by President Taft 
to consider the tariff. 


The session will be unusually active 


if it undertakes to carry out the ex- 
pectations of tho president, who re- 
turned from the record presidential 
jaunt Nov. 10. Some of the' things 
outlined by him are tho following: 


Of first consideration arc the con- 


servation of tho country's resources 
and tho reclamation of arid lands. The 
president was evidently impressed in 
his journey with the earnestness of the 
west on theio propositions. 


He will recommend that the govern- 


ment shall reserve some control on the 
water power sites and the coal lands 
ana phosphates of the country in order 
that they may not come into the con- 
trol of any one corporation. 


Ho will ask for legislation for a 


more rigid enforcement of tho anti- 
trust law that it may be more effective. 


He will also ask an amendment to 


the interstate commerce law in order 


to give the interstate tribunal more 
power to prevent tho delays which are 
now incident to appeals to the courts. 
To do this he will suggest the creation 
of a special court and havo a court 
that will be charged with the knowl- 
edge and practice in regard to rail- 
roads, so that whatever comes up may 
lie promptly disposed of. 


He will strongly favor a postal sav- 


ings bank. He hopes that tho mone- 
tary commission in its report may 
point out some steps to reform what he 
regards as nothing but patchwork in 
that respect. 
He will recommend an

the country so as to make it, both in j ciate Justice of the Supremo Court Ru- | 
criminal and civil cases, more simple,

this end he will recommend to congress 
the appointment of a commission to 
take up this subject with respect to 
the. federal procedure, and if by the 
federal procedure satisfactory results 
are achieved it will form a model for 
the states.
